was cailed the king of smokers, from 
his devotion to the gentle weed, and he 
had a right regal funeral.

terms of his will, every smoker Who 


chose to attend it was presented with 


ten pounds of tobacco and two Dute}, |. 
pipes, on which were engraved the 
name, arms and date of the decease Uf 
the testator. All his guests were in- 
vited to be careful to keep their pipe= 
alight during the funeral ceremonies, 
and to empty their ashes into his grave. 
His oak cottin was lined with the 
cedar of his old Havana cigar boxes, 
and a packet of old Dutch tobacco was 
placed at the foot of his coffin. His 
fayorite pipe was laid by his side 
slong with a box of matches, as well 
astiint and steel and some tinder, as 
he had expressed an opinion that 
“there was no knowing what might 
happen.” Some anti-tobacconists of 
the period seem tohave wickedly re- 
marked that these precautions about 
procuring a light would be found saper- 
thuous.

ORIGIN OF THE DOG. 
Bome Interesting Infurmation About Man's 
Paithful Canine Friend. 

There seems to be a strong leaning 
among haturalists to the theory that our 
numerous varieties of domesticated dogs 
are descended not from single spectes 
but from several kinds of wild animals 

as, for instance, the wolf and the 
jackal.

tamed jackals, Darwin has pointed out 
that, when they jump about 
for joy. wag their tails, lower their ears, 
lick thelr master's hands, crouch down, 
und even throw themerlves on the 
xround, feet upward, When frightened, 
they carry their tails betweeo their legs. 

On the other hand, it is understood 
that whatever animal we may consider 
his progenitor, the domestication of ‘the 
dog began at an epoch exceedingly te- 
mote, The fossil rematus of a large dog 
have been found in tertiary deposits, and 
there is no doubt that the dog existed fp 
during prehistoric 
times. His bones are discoveréd in the 
shell heaps of Denmark and in the lake 
dwellings of Switzerland. 

‘be dog meets us {n the dawn of his- 
tory, for such Varieties as the hound, 
greyhound and watchdog are depicted on 
Egyptian monuments 5,000 years old. It

Street Noises. 

A step in the right direction has been 
taken in England in the organization of 
an Association for the Suppression of 
Street Noises. This body has put forward 
many undeniable facts concerning the 
physical and mental suffering caused by 
the unnecessary noises of the streets, and 
there js reason to hope that some steps 
will be taken toward a reform. It is pro- 
posed to compel all street performers to 
carry a badge and obtain 4 certificate, 
which wonld be forfeited if they refused 
to go toa reasonable distance when re- 
quired. It is suggested that the pussibil- 
itv of obtaining for any house 4 virtually 
complet? immunity from unnecessary 
nuise On payment of a fee, renewable 
from time to time, is a privilegeof which 
many hundreds of Londoners would joy- 
fully avail themselves. This in itself is a 
signifleant testimony as to the reality of 
the gricvance. <A similar crusade is be- 
ing inaugurated in this country. A New 
York medicai journal recently made a 
atrong protest against the discordant 
cries of street venders, on ths ground 
that they largely increase the sufferings 
of nervous and sick people, and that in 
a city of New Yorks size the nervous 
and sick forn a Jarre class. The statis- 
thes of the Street Vender License Bureau 
show that only one man has applied for 
s@ permit thus fae this season who was 
not the victim of a severe chronic laryn- 
xitis. This one is recoraed having 
only an aggravated cleft palate.
